"Once a violator Is convict- 


ed," Omer said, "he's classified 
4-F—unqualified

service—until he's finished his 
prison sentence, then his classi- 
fication is reopened and he is 
put in any class he's eligible 
for." 


"I don't see how you could 


possibly run a guy both ways," 
Omer said. "Either you try him 
or you put him through the de- 
linquency process." 


"Either one of the channels

A reader writes that her 


grandson, 4, has rheumatic 
fever and is being treated with 
penicillin and cortisone. She 
wonders whether the disease 
can be cured, whether there 
is danger of a recurrence and 
whether treatment with corti- 
sone is h a r m f u l . 


Rheumatic fever is a serious 


disease that usually 
strikes 


children who arc between 5 
and 
15. Most cases 
follow 


scarlet fever or a streptococ- 
cus sort- throat Because the 
disease smolders, like a fire 
that has been only 
partially 


put out, it is not .safe to say 
that, it has been cured but, 
with skillful treatment, recur- 
rences can be prevented. Cor- 
tisone is usually fjivon for only 
a short time during the acute 
stage and, when 
.so 
given, 


there is no need to worry 
about harmful side effects 


When the acute stage? has 


completely s u b s i d e d , most 
doctors recommend a periodic 
course of treatment with a 
long-acting p e n i c i l l i n a n d 
avoidance of overfatigue 
to 


ward off recurrences

A citation he displays to callers 
says that on April 6, 1945, Dil- 
beck stood in the open atop a 
hill in Germany and, by him- 
self, stopped an infantry charge, 
shooting 60 enemy soldiers.

Al- 
ways there has to be someone 
who says what goes into a news- 
paper arid what doesn't. II you 
do away with editors and replace 
them with publicly-appointed cen- 
sors whom would you pick as cen- 
sors? 


A good censor would act pretty 


much like a good editor, which 
wouldn't please chronic objectors 
one little bit. And If he were a 
bad censor, attempting to sup- 
press all unpleasant news, then 
his paper would be unreadable 
and fokl up — objector^discover- 
Irig that they didn't like the very 
thing they created.

The future of this operation 


appears most encouraging, and 
plans are under way for a sec- 
ond heart transplant operation 
at Groote Schuur Hospital with- 
in the next few weeks. 


The practical application of 


this operative procedure in the 
field of heart disease is unlikely 
to be very wide for a number of 
years. 


The difficulties are not only 


those associated with the organ- 
ization of a large and highly 
skilled team but are most par- 
ticularly 
concerned 
with 
the 


supply of suitable hearts for 
transplantation. 


The development of new tech- 


niques in suppressing the rejec- 
tion of foreign tissue implanted 
into the body may allow a more 
indiscriminate choice of donor 
hearts on the grounds of Irnmu- 
nological 
compatibility 
(less 


tendency for the body to reject 
a grafted heart) and may even 
allow the transplantation of or- 
gans from one species to anoth- 
er— for 
Instance 
animals to 


man. 


Research wurk in the field of 


organ 
preservation 
may adv- 


ance sufficiently to allow the es- 
tablishment of organ banks, but 
despite all these possible future 
expansions of the technique the 
demand for new hearts is very 
likely always to exceed the sup- 
ply. 


Artificial hearts are the logi- 


cal alternative, and even though 
these are more likely to be free- 
ly available In the future, their 
development, and even more sc 
their perfection, are still many 
years ahead. 


Experience 
in the past has 


shown that man-made devices 
used In cardiac surgery are at 
best a poor substitute for a nor- 
oally functioning organ. 


The vast majority of human 


hearts function perfectly for up 
to 80 years, and few If any ma- 
chines can mated this contin- 
uous performance. 


Factors such as age, the exist- 


ence of other diseases and the 
importance to .-society of the In- 
dividual Involved may have to 
l>e taken Into account.
